Aod yet 
it is very provable tha: many thoussods 
of similar cases have occurred withiv 
few years in this coustry, When we re- 
wember the immense tide of emigration 
that continues to pour our shores, 
the hundreds upon hundreds that ever) 
week and month lund at our seaports and 
pass on westward, many of them will 
only safficiest mons to pay the fare of 
Veir wives and little ones to some point 
im the far west, we enn readily imagine 
the privations end difficulties which « 
large porton of these adventurers must 
experience. Few, however, who perse- 
vere and with @ similar spirit to that 
whieh animated the breast of Joho Peat, 
te whese narrative we iavile atiention, 
will ultimately feil. Sickness may at 

tend them, poverty with ghasily looks 
may stare them io the face. famine may 
giare upon them fora brief seasoa, and 
eve death may hover about them. But 
with an earnest relisnce upon Providence, 
and « determinativn to struggle on, the 
day of comparative independence will be 
certain to dawn upon the najority. The

moved to the county. The East and 
West B:ate road was cut the yeur before 
| moved 1. 

t was very lonesome for several years; 
people would move iv and stay but a shor! 
time, om] moveaway aguin. Ithas 
but a few veers since settiors begin tw 
stick. I meade some little clearing. and 
planted some garden serds, e'c., firs! 
spring. We brought small stock of 

ovisions with us. On the 3d of July, 
P started with my two yoke of oxen to 

to Jersy shore millto procure flour 
crossed Pine Creek eighty times going 
to, and’ ghiy times coming from mill, 
was gone cizhteeo days, broke two axic~ 
trees to my wagon, tWice, and one 
wheel came off io crossing the creck. 

Jersey shore was the nearest place tu 
procure provisiems and the road was 
dreadful.» The few seeds that | wos able 
te plant the first year, yielded but lite 
produce. We however raised some hal/ 
grown potatoes some turnips and soll 
corn, wih which we made out to live, 
without suTering, lithe spring.— 
At planting time shen | planted all the 
thet | hed lefi. aod wheo | finised 
planting. we had nothing to eal but leaks. 
cow cabbage and mik. We lived 
leeks and cow calbige, as long as they 
kept green about six weeks—my family 
consisted of my wife and two children, 
ead | was obliged to work, though fain 
for want of foal. 

. The firet winter snow fell very deep. 
The firs winter month it snowed 25 days 
out of 80, and during the three winter 
months itenowed 70 days. | one 
yoke of my oxvenin the fall, the other 
yoke | wintered on browse, but in the 
Bpring one ox died, and the other | sold tn 
presere food for my family, sod was new 
destitute of a team, and had sothing but 
ewn hands todepend to clrar 
my lands and rise provisions. We wore 
out all our shoes the first year, we had 
way (o get more, money, nothing 
toseli and but little to eat, and were in 
dread/ub dstress for want of the nooas- 
saries of life. | was obliged to work and 
travel in the woods barefooted. Afier » 
‘while our clothes were worn out, and 
‘our family increased and the children 
were vearly asked. head broken slet- 
‘that | brought from Jersey shore. 1 sold 


thar te Herry Lyman and bought two 
fawn skins, of which my wife made « 


from 30 to 50 boshels of corn to the sore, 

and from two ton, 16 twe ton aida bali 

of hay to the acre, other crops ia propor: 

tion, except wheat, | have had bur few, 
wheat creps- 

now sleven in my family, have 

16 head of neat cattle, 20 sheep, and have 


always been healthy here, end all that! 
have made was by bard werk. I make 
my {6 acres of cleared land produce the 
value of from 250 vw 350 dollars per 
‘nnum, in grain aod hay. have bought 


the river, oa which | have 8 acres Cleared: 
on that farm | raise excellent wheat and 
rye, We nake from 0 to 12 cwi of tub 
sugar each spring, from about 300 trees. 
We made onv year from 37 trees, 3 cwt. 
of tub sugar. [ have on pe farm about 
150 bearin e,and 40 plum trees.— 
hardship here, out 
it is a healthy country; the water is pure, 
the land if well tilled produces good crops; 
the country has hitherto settled very 
slow. but population and improvements 
are increasing rapidly, and the prospects 
of the country are very encouraging, 
and lam perfectly contented with the 
country—and soy stesdy, sober and in- 
dustriqous man cad do well eoough in this 
county. A poor man can goon to a new 
farm here and pay for it out of the pro- 
eceds of the crops, much quicker than he 
can buy a farm in an old settled country. 

I raiseon my small farm so abundance 
of all the necessarics of \ife, and have al- 
ways something tospare. Our childreo 
ofien cried for bread during ‘he first 
years of our settlement here, but we 
have now bread enough and to gpare, 
aod all other needed temporal comiorts, 
wherewith we are all contented. and for 


heartfelt gratitude. 

For years | Lave had ao Inw suits, 
have not been a witness io any law trial, 
and have given but one note. lama 
man of weakly coostitution, but I thiuk | 
hare proveo by fair demons:ration that 
by industry and economy a man may live 
ia Totter county. 

The moruls of the people have impro- 
ved in proportion to the improvement of 
the country; vatil few years 
past, Potter county seemed to be « sink of 
iniquity; drunkenness end profanity, 
gambling aod Sabbath breaking, were 
the leading features of the sate of society, 
but the scene is now h»ppily changed, 
and enterprise, industry, subriety, peace 
and good order, and religion have guined 
the ascendency. We now raise buildings 
without a drop of spirits beng drank on 
the occasion, without broils and conten- 
tons, end without an cath. We have 
stated pr aching, by different d:nomiaa- 
tions, at Couderport, and the Sabbath day 
is generally regarded. {| am now in my 
sixty third year, and am about to settle all 
my concerns for time and eternity. I 
bave endeavored to dv my duty in ail 
thinge—deal justly with all, and wrong 
no min—andifany man can say Joho 
Peat owes bim aught—that he his ever

When this 
fiuished he said, ‘Me row me siny all 
aight” The pricest, by this time, think- 
ing sutiicieotly taxed, replied, 
muy beso, bui | cow you snall go io the 
morning.’ The lodium judging from the 
tone of his host, that more vows woul 
be usvlees, dvparted in the morning 
ceremonte.

Credulity its con Punishment.—The 
traveiler Waosey, according his own 
accuunt, would not enter in'o con-verss- 
wn with wo eminent chief, because he 
nad heard thit it bad been said of him, 
that he had,in his time, ‘shed blood en . 
ty swim in’ He hada great desire to 
become acquainted with the ladian char- 
wotur, but iis cfedulity debarred him ef 
fectually from the gratification. The 
chief was a Creek, named Flaming», who. 
id company with anether called ule 
head, visited Philadelphia as ambassadors, 
in the summer of 1704. Few travellers 
diacover such scrupulousness, espe>.ally 
those who come to America. That Flam 
ngo was more bloody than uther lod ao 
warriors, isin no wise probable; but 
mere report of his beiog a great shedder 
of blood kept Mr, Wansey from sayiag 
uny more about him. 

Just Indignation—Hatuny. a powerful 
chief, of Hispaniola, having from 
themoe to avoid slavery or death 
that isleod was ravaged Sy the Spaniards. 
wasteken in 1511. when they conquered 
Cuba, and burot at the stake. After be- 
ug boued to the stake, a Franc scan 
ar labored to convert him to the Carholic 
faith, by promises of immedin'e and 
nal bliss in the world to come if he would 
believe; and that, if ho would not, eterna’ 
torments were his only portion. Theca 
zique, with seeming composure, asked i!

Jian troubles, an Indian visited the house 
of Governor Jenks, of Rhode Island, 
when the Governor took occasion to re- 
quest him, that, ifany strange Ladian 
should come to his wigwam, t let hum 
it, which tha Indian promise! to du; 
uit to eeoure his fide'ity. the goveraor 
uid bum that when he should give him 
such -iafermation, he would give him « 

oug of fip. Some time after the lodian 
came again: ‘Weil’ Mr. Gubcoor, st 
ludian come «ny house last night!’ ‘Ah,’ 
“° the governor, ‘and what did he say!’ 
‘He no speak, replied the Indian. *W hat. 
epoak atall!l’ added the governor. ‘No. 
he no speak at all.’ “That certainly 
voks suspi. ious,’ ssid his excelicncy, and 
iuquired if he was still there, aod being 
tuld that he was, ordered the promised 
nug of flip. Whea this was disposed of, 
ind the lodian was about to depart, he 
midiy said. ‘Mr. Guoenor, my squaw 
child last vight;’ aad thus the Gov- | 
‘roor's alarm was suddenly changed 
jisapporiment, and the strange ladian 
ulo Bew-burN pappoose.

Narrative of the Captioty and bold 
Exploit of Hinnah Duston.--The rela- 
tion of this affair forms the XXV. article 
in the Decenuium L sctuosum of the May- 
valia Americana, by Dr. Cora 
Mather, aad is ove of the best written ar- 
ticles of ail we have read from his pen. 

At ite bead is this sigo.ficant senteace 
—Dux Faemina Facti. 

Oo the 15 Merch, 1697,« 
about 20 Indians came unexpectedly up- 
on Heverhill, ia Massachbusstie; and, as 
their mumbers were email, they made 
their attack with the ewifioess of tae 
whiriwied, and as suddenly disappeared. 
Che war of which this irruption was a 
part, had continued nearly ten years, nad 
won afterwards it came lo acose, The 
house which thie party of la:laas had 
singled out as their object of atiack, be- 
longed to one Me, Thomas Duston or 
Dustan, in the outskirts of the towa.— 
Mr. Duston was at work, at some iis- 
teoce from his house, at the time, and 
whether he was alarmed for the aifety of 
his family by the shouts of the Iadians, 
or ether C.use, we aro not ialormed; but 
he seems to bave arrived there time 
enough before the arrival of the lodisns, 
make some arrangemeols for the pres. 
ervalioa of hwciidreo; but his wile, who, 
but about a week bsfore, had confin- 
od by a child, was unable to rise from her 
bed, to the distraction of her sgonied 
husband. No time was io be lost; Mr. 
had only to d.rect his chil- 
dien's flight, (seven in gumber.) the ex- 
‘remes of whose ages were two and sev-~ 
eotecn, and the ladians were upon them. 
With bis gun, the distressed father moun- 
ted his horse, and rode away in the direc- 
tion of his children, whom he overtook 
about 40 rods from the house. He tirst 
iatention was to take up one if possible 
aud escape with it. tle bad oo soover 
overtaken them, than thie resola:ion was 
destroyed; for to rescue either to the ex. 
Clusion of the rest, was worse than death 
itself to him. He therefore faced about 
aod met the epemy, who had closely pur 
sude him; each fired upoa the vihur, aud

age. The heroine, Dust»m bad tesolved 
upon the frat oyportupity that offered 
auy chance of sucdess- to kill 
aud scalp them. aad to returo home with, 
such trophies as woald cleariy eA 
her f putation for heroism, as well ae tt» 
sure ber a bounty from the pablid, Sie 
therefure commuoieated ber design te 
Mra. Neffand tho Eaglish boy, who,

did they direct their blows, that byt ene 
escaped that they designed to kil, Thies. 
wasa women, whom they badly wéend- 
ed, and one boy, for some reasen they 
did not wish to harm, aad acoordingly he 
was allowed to escape uahurt Mes. bus- 
ton killed her master, end rdeon 
killed the man. whe had sof told 
him, but ose day befure, where to deal a 
deadiy blow and how te take off @ saip. 

All was over be:ore the dawn of Way, 
and a'! thiogs were got ready for leavi 
tnis place vt bluoi. All the bunts but ese 
were »cuttied, lo prevent berag pursued, 
and, with what provi.ions aad arms the 
lod.au camp afforded, they embarked on 
bourd the omer, end slowly aad silently 
took the course Uf the Merrimaca 
for their homes. where they all seon af: 
ter arrived withvut acedent. 

The whole couatry was astonished at 
the relation of the affair, the trah of 
which was never for a moment Coubtel. 
The ten scalps, and the arms of the Iadi-~ 
ans, were evideaces nol to be questioned 
anc the general court gave them fifty 
pounds as « reward, and numerous othet 
graivities were showered upon them. Co» 
lone! Nicholson, Governor of Mary laad, 
hear'ng of the transaction, seat them 
ge present also. 


it is almosta m.racie that auue of the 
little retreating party were hurt. The 
Indians did nut pursue long, for fear of 
raising the neighSuring Baglish before 
hey coud complete their ebject, and 
heuce this part of the family escaped to 
4 place of safety. 

Weare now to enter fully into the re- 
lation of this very tragedy. There was 
living io the howe of Mr. Jbuston, as 
ourse, Mra- Mary Neff,|| a widow, whose 
heroic coaduct in sharing the fate of her) 
tmistess, When escape wasio her power, | 
will always be viewed with admiration.

ters aise, The captives amounted all 
to 13, some of whom, as they became un- 
ible to travel, were murdered. aad lef 
exposed upeo the way.

The steamboat Clipper, com- 
manded by the veteran of the Mississippi, 
Captain Laurent. who ran her as a regu 
iar packet between Byron Sara and New 
Orleans, burst her bo lers on the morning 


of the 19th ultimo, while leaving Byron 


Sara on her way to Byron Tunic, for 
the purpose of taking a portion of freight. 
ity this accident, the cabin, upper deck. 
wheelhouse. and boilers were comp!et« ly 
blown away; the tody of the boat was 
litera ly broken amidships, and suok. The 
crew consisted of 43 persons Ooe of the 
cabin passengers. Mr. L. Thomas, of By. 
ron Sars, is missing, and the other. Mr. 
Montemat, merchant of New Or'e.ns 
would not probably recover from his 
wounds. ‘The Chronicle gives the fuilow 
ing summary, from which it appears tha! 
28 persons were undoubtedly killed: 

Captain Laurent escaped unhurt; Mr. 
Ressy. chief clerk, missing, aod the sec- 
ond elerk killed; John Tyson. chief engi. 
wer badly wounded, had both legs ampu- 
tated; William Sumter, secund engineer 
thrown 150 or 200 yards through tle roof 
and gable ead of a house into the back 
vard against the fence; one arm was torn 
off and the fragments of his carcvave scat- 
‘ered over the trees; William Nelson 3d 
engineer. free man of color, killed; Ar- 
oault J- Kavant. pilot. missing; Willium 
Wall, pilot. kil'ed; John Patterson mite, 
diy scalded though likely to recover; 
Galgiel Puol carpenter “as missing; — 
satchman killed; chamberma d saved un- 
hurt; five stewards all killed or missing; 
two of the cook« killed and one wounded; 
eigtt firemen killed or missing; four deck 
hands kilied or missing. All those put 
down as missing are doubtless dead.
